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Last Joyful GI Plucked From Bomb Rubble 


QUI NHON. South Viet Nam 
(UPI) — Rescue crews today 
freed the last known survivor 
from the rubble of a bombed- 
out U.S. Army barracks. The 
enlisted man danced a jib and 
shouted to officers: ‘ Now don't 
you tell me I need a shave.” 
The courageous GI, Sp. 4 Ar­ 
thur 
G. 
Abendschien, 
30, 
of 
Deptford. N J., had been buried 
in the debris for 35 hours and 
35 minutes. But he showed lit­ 
tle ill effects from the long or­ 
deal. 


“ Where do you hurt?” a doc­ 
tor asked. “ Well, no place real­ 
ly,” Abendschien said. “ I have 
a few scratches here,” he add­ 
ed. 
pointing to his chest. 
“ I 
also have a few bruises on my 
knees.” 
He also had a gash on-the 
back of his head which he didn’t 
mention.

Abendschien was trapped in a 
pocket of air formed by twist­ 


ed 
steel 
beams

chunks of concrete. A tunnel 
was punched into the wreckage 
when the New Jersey soldier 
cried for help. 


Hope for saving Abendschien 
was

lost 
early 
today 
when he drifted exhausted into 
a deep sleep. 


A comrade crawled into the 
tunnel and threw a container of 
warm 
coffee 
on 
the 
trapped 
man’s face. 


Abendschien suffered a three- 


inch gash on the back of his 
head when the ceiling of the 
barracks building collapsed, but 
the

with bits of plaster and con­ 
crete 
dust 
which 
prevented 
heavy loss of blood.

fifth ward and the section east 
would remain the third ward. 
The third ward has grown con­ 
siderably in recent years, since 
many 
new 
apartments 
have 
been built there, and Grand­ 
view Estates is also located in 
that area. 
The Republicans want to re­ 
tain the same four wards, with­ 
out necessitating any new coun­ 
cilmen. But, they would alter the 
present ward lines into a new 
pattern.

The Republicans’ plan calls 
for these new ward boundaries: 
First Ward, to be bounded by 
Bridge, Cox, Palmer and Riv­ 
er; Second, area west of Lincoln 
Ave. and Cox Ave.; Third, area 
bounded by Palmer, Lincoln and 
borough line 
to 
river, 
and 
Fourth, consolidate present sec­ 
ond 'and fourth wards between 
Bridge St. and Post Road. 
The Republicans charge that 
under the Democratic proposal. 
“The first ward residents would 
have only half the effective rep­ 
resentation as the fourth ward.” 
They also claim “ Fourth ward 
Councilman Demech would be 
twice as effective as that of the 
first ward councilman.” 
The Democrats are not par­ 
ticularly impressed 
with 
the 
Republicans' p l a n , especially 
they are against 
eliminating 
their Democratically - controlled 
second ward. 
Both Charge Other 
The bitter feelings have de­ 
veloped because the Republi­ 
cans feel the Democrats are 


using their plan to usurp more 
Democratic control of the bor­ 
ough. The Democrats in turn 
charge the Republicans with 
trying to chop up the borough 
to their own advantage. 


The vital point is that, just 
how the borough is divided may 
determine who will -get eventual 
control over the borough. Now, 
the council is controlled by five 
Democrats', and there are three 
Republicans. The mayor is also 
Republican. 


The Republicans, who former­ 
ly controlled council when it 
was 4-4 using the mayor’s de­ 
ciding vote, need only one more 
councilman to regain control. 
The Democrats are scrambling 
not only to keep what they’ve 
got but also to seek out ways of 
expanding that control. 


So that, now the interest of 
all borough residents* should be 
focused on Doylestown where 
what happens next will probably 
be decided in court.
